Bibliographical seminar in Cuba 


A Central American pilot seminar on bibliography organized by the 
Agrupaci6n Bibliografica Cubana ’José Toribio Medina’ was held in Ha- 
Yana from 11th to 15th July, 1955, with the co-operation of the Unesco 
Regional Office in the Western Hemisphere, Unesco and the Cuban Na- 
tional Commission for Unesco. It was attended by 77 representatives from 
Brazil, Colombia, Costa Rica, Cuba, the Dominican Republic, Guatemala, 
Haiti, Mexico, Panama, Puerto Rico and the U.S.A. 
' It was recommended to compile an annual one-volume ’Bibliografia 
de Centro America y del Caribe’, that specialized bibliographies and guides 
(publishers, institutions, official and periodical publications, libraries, the- 
) should be compiled in every state, that a Centro Cubano de Documen- 
cidn should be set up in Havana in line with centres existing in Brasil, 
exico and Uruguay. :

Dr. S. von Frauendorfer, (Hochschule fiir Rodenkultur in Vienna, Au- 
stria), Vice-President of the International Association of Agricultural Li- 
brariars and Documentalists, visited the FID Secretariat on November 
3rd, 1955, to discuss the formation of a joint FID/IAALD Committee for 
the development of agricultural classification systems. Dr. von Frauendor- 
fer will contact the co-rapporteur of FID/C 63, who will probably repre- 
sent the FID in het joint committee. 


Mr. D. J. Maltha of the Dutch Ministry of Agriculture and Mr. Th. 
Loosjes and Mr. F. Ae. Koekebakker of the Centre of Agricultural Docu- 
mentation in Wageningen, Netherlands, visited the FID Secretariat on 
November 17th, 1955, to discuss the publication of the ’Landbouwcode’, a 
special edition of the UDC for agricultural literature. The publication will 
be used in the internal service of the Ministerial departments. The possi- 
bility of making the edition also available to other people will be studied 
by the Netherlands Institute for Documentation and Filing (NIDER). 


Mr. R. Dubuc, Mr. G. A. Lloyd and Mr. M. Schuchmann met at the 
FID Secretariat, The Hague, from Monday 21st to Wednesday 30th No- 
vember, 1955. The English, French and German texts of the trilingual 
abridged edition of the UDC were compared with each other. This edition 
(FID publ. 277) will probably appear in the spring of 1956. 


Mr. J. C. Beugelink (Netherlands Association for Welding), member 
of the Joint Committee for the Classification of Welding Literature 
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(FID/International Institute for Welding), visited the FID Secretariat 
on November 21st, to inquire when the correlation of UDC and IIW tables 
of classification could be started with a view to the revision of UDC 
621.791. Mr. G. A. Lloyd, who was present at the meeting, said he hoped 
that a PE Note could be published early in 1956.

A meeting of the CCC was held at the FID Secretariat, The Hague, 
on November 25th and 26th, 1955. The following members were present:

A plan for revision of the UDC and its development in general was 
discussed. A few items were discussed in more detail: the future develop- 
ment of class 621 also with a view to the important proposal submitted by 
Dr. Kocherhans concerning 621.7/.9 and atomic energy technology (Dr. 
Kocherhans was present at the session on November 26th); the forestry 
classification, in particular with a view to the incorporation of ’The Ox- 
ford System of Decimal Classification for Forestry’ into the UDC; and the 
revision of class 621.3, in particular with a view to making 621.34 free for 
further development within class 621.3 (Mr. Moulijn was present at the 
discussion of this point).

Aslib (National Committee for FID in the United Kingdom, 4, Palace 
Gate, London W.8) has the following Groups: Aeronautical, Chemical, 
Economics, Engineering, Food and agriculture, Fuel and power, and Tex- 
tile. In general, they are doing work of special interest to their members, 
such as arranging visits and meetings on topics too specialized for Aslib 
itself to cover, compiling union lists of periodicals and other bibliographi- 
cal information, etc. 

The Economics Group held a meeting on the 19th of October on ’Trade 
with Latin-America’. A joint meeting with Aslib was held on the 9th of 
December on ’Information bulletins, their contents and function’. The An- 
nual General meeting of the Economics Group will be held on the ist of 
March, 1956, at the Memorial Hall, Farringdon Street, London E.C. 1; there 
will be a discussion on information work in the light of visits arranged pre- 
viously to various British reference libraries. 


Bibliographical services throughout the world’ 


As the fourth in its series of bibliographical handbooks, Unesco has 
published ’Bibliographical services throughout the world’, two reports co- 
vering the period from 1951 to 1953 and compiled by Miss L. N. Malclés, 
curator at the Library of the Sorbonne in Paris.
